of Faith and Religion : neither did S. Asftes labour 
xoteach, or reforme the Brittaines in any thing elle : 
and ſeeing in theſe two things ( which ro Proreftants 
ſecme of little moment) Saint Awgaſtine.made fo great 
difficultic, that hee would not receive them intothe 
Communion of the 'C atholike Roman Church, vntill 


they condeſcended:to reforme them : far greater dif- 


cllrie would he haue made in receiving them, if they 
'had held any point of Proteſtantifme, and had denied 
the Maſſe, prayerfor the dead, worſhip of Images,and 
. *Eteemed him an Antichriſtian man,, or Idolater, 8c. 
Neither 
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Of theplanting and continaing of the 
Neither would he (though they ſhould haue offered 
themſclues) haue admitted them to preach, and con. 
tradict, and defame him among the Engliſh Pagans, 
or Gentiles, vnto whom hee was ſent as an Apoſlle : 
much lefle would he haue required their ayde and aſ- 
filtance in preaching vnto them, if they had accuſed 
him, as Proteſtants do now, of Idolatry, Antichriſtian 
do@rine,and to haue been ſonne of the Whore of Ba- 
bylon, &c, | 

That the Catholike Roman Faith, which Saint A« 
g#ſtine planted among the Engliſh Saxons, is at this 
day, and in all ages and times, fince the ſaid plantin 
hath been confeſſed, by ſome knowne Engliſh inhabi- 
rants in this Tland, all our Writers, Chronicles, Hiſto« 
ries and Monuments, Lawes in ancient time made in 
fauour of it, Statutes of late yeeres made to ſuppreſle 
it, the death of many for ic, and the priſons full of ſuch 
as at this inſtant doe profeſle it, giue ample teſtimony: 
and if any require furtherproote, I referre him to a 


| booke intituled The pradentiall Ballance of Religion, 


Which treateth hereof ar large, 
Whereupon I conclude, that our Sauiour was Au- 
thor of the Catholike Roman Faith , and that (the 
keeping of Eafter vpon a wrong Sunday, and ſome 
myſteries vſcd in Baptiſme excepted) it hath inal ages 
and times, fince the plantation thereof by the Apo- 
Ries or Diſciples, continued inthis Tland; and that no 
man can or may preach, or teach any doQrine for 
Chriſtian doctrine, but the Catholike Roman Faith, 
vnder paine of Anathema, &c. according to the words 
of Saint Pawl, ſaying : Although we, or an Angell from 
heaven Enangelixe to you, beſides that we hane Enangelie 
ged 80 you, bebe Anathema : as wee have ſaid before, ſo 


wow we ſay againe; If any Enangelize toyou, beſides that 


which you hawe receined, be be Anathema, thar is, ſepe- 


rated from God,according to the words of our Saviour 


ſaying, 


Catheliks Roman Faith imgreat Brittaine, 

ſaying, Depart from mee yee arcurſed into exerl:iſing 
fire, which waiprepared for the Dinell and his angels. 

SoI appeale to your Haieftie well pleaſed, to con- 
fider che wrong and iniuſtice, your Proteſtant Mini« 
ers doe vnto ys Catholikes, your ancient ſubicRs, in 
perſecuting vs,for profefſing that Faith and Religion, 
which wasplanted vpon carth by our Lord and Saui- 
our Icſus Chriſt,and cuen from the Apoſiles times vn- 
till chis day, hath continued in this Iland : and humbly 
beſcech your Highneſſe, that you would not thinke vs 
diſloyal or vofaithfull co your Perſon or State,for that 
we will not become Anathemaes from God,' 

For the difference which was betweene the anci- 
ent Brittans and Saint AvGvS$STINE.about the time 
of the keeping of Eaſter, it is manifeſt by Saint Reds, 
lib.3. cap. 4. that the Brittans fell into this error, for 
want of skill in Aſtronomie, For they knew (laith Saint 
B tv 4) as Chriſten men doe, that the reſurretion of our 
Lord ought alwayes to be celebrated on Sunday, But as 
zpnorant men (in Altrologic) they had net learned when 
that Sunday ſhould come. That the Brittans fell into 
this error, after Conſtantine his time,is manifeſt by Ex« 

Jebne, who, 1ib,z. de vita Conftantins, cap.8.afhirmeth, 
that the ſame keeping of Eafter was obſerued in the 
Citie of Rome, in Italy, Africke, Egypt, Spaine, France, 
Britanie, Lybia, and all Greece, in I 

aud Ponta, and fixally in Cicilia , with one vnifarme 
confont, 
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/. the teft imony of Chriftian men or aw" ceftery, 
Cyay, III, 


FH berein is briefely proned by the general conſent of all 
krowne Chriftian people, who lined in all ages and times, 
betweene the death of the Apeſiles, and riſing of Luther, 
that our Lord and Saunr Teſns Chrift was Author of 
the Catholike Rowan Faith, 'which Proteſtants call Pa- 
prſffrie, knowne Heretikes on both parties only excepted.

Whereupon 
Perkzns in his Expoſition of the Creede, page 400. in 
behalfe of himlelfe and all Proteſtants, faith, Fee ſay 
that before the dayer of Luther, for the ſpace of many 
hundred yeares, an vninerſall Apoſtaſie (from Proteſtane 


tiſme, as hee meaneth ) ouer-ſpread the whole face of 


the earth, and that our Church ( of Proteſtants) was

confeſſe that the Faith or docrine, which Prote. 
Rants now teach and profeſſe , hath beenno where 
viſibly knowne, publiſhed, or preached, ſince the A. 
poſtles times vntil Lxther,as is ſet down moreatlarge 
in the Proteſtants Apologie for the Rowan Church, 

And iris of it ſelfe ſo manifeſt, that no Proteftane 
hath hitherto bin able to aſſfigne in the time betweene 
the death of the Apoſtles, and rifing of Zather, one 
onely Proteſtant Miniſter, Door, Writer or Teacher, 
that held, profeſſed, or taught che doQtrine which Proe 
teſtants doe now hold and reach, 

Whereby it is manifeſt, that in all that time,which 
is about the fpace of one thoufand foure hundred.

Romaine Faith; every Chriſtian beleeuivg that our 
Lord Ileſus Chriſt was the Author of this Relgion,and 
Planter thereof vpon earth. 

Now that there were knowne Roman Catholikes, 
living, and being, during theſe fourteene hundred 
yeares; Proteſtants themſclues confeſle. Falke in his 
Treatiſe againſt Stap/eton, page 25. affirmeth : Sowe 
Proteſtants hane written, that the Pope hath Lindedihe 
world theſe many hundred cares: ſome ſay a thouſand, 
ſome one thouſand two hundred, ſome nine hundred, And 
the fame Proteſtant in his retentive Motives,pag.248. 
ſpeaking of Leo and Gregory, Biſhops of Rome, the 
firſt of them liuing about the yeare of our Lord, 440, 
and the ſecond of them about 590. ſaith : The myſtery 
of iniqnitie (fo he calleth the Pope and our Catholike 


Falth) wrought in the Sea of Rem, neare fine or fix han- 


dred yeares before them, M1D1t TON inhis Paprfto- 
maſitx, page 193. afirmeth, ſaying: Wee ars ſure that 
the myſfterie of iniquitie (fo he pleaſeth to call the Pope, 
and our Catholike Faith) did wirke in Pauls 3ime, and 
fell not a fleepe as ſarme as Paul was dead, &e, and theres 
fore no maruell thonugh peruſing Conncels, Fathers and 
Stories, from the Apefiles forward, wee finde the print of 
the Popes feete, SEBASTIAN FRANCYS, in his 
Epiſtle De abrogandes Statuts: eccleſiaflicss, affirmeth 2 
T hat for cert aine through the works of Anticbrift (ſo he 
calleth the Pope, and our Catholike Faith) the exter- 


wall Church {of Proteſtants) together with the Faith and © 


Sacraments waniſued away preſently after the Apoſtles 
Aeparture, So-potent were the Popeand Roman C a- 
tholikes, even in the Apoſiles times, that preſently af. 
ter the Apoſtles departure, they were able to make the 
external] Church of Proteſtants, together with the 
Faith and Sacraments of Proteſtants vaniſhed away, 
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By the teftimony of Chriſtian men our anceſtors, 
as this Pcoteſtant affirmeth.

Treatiſe vpon the Reuclations,pag.68, faith : Betweent 
the yeare of Chriſt, 200, and 516. the Antichriſtian and 
P apifticallraigne began raigning vninerſally and without 
any debatable contradiftion, 1260. yeares; and pagergy. 
he ſaith,ewen 1260. yeares the Pope and his Cleargie hath 
poſſeſſed the outward viſible Church of Chriſtiane, Yer 
the Pope and his Cleargie could not come to raigne 
vniuerſally, and without any debatable contradition 
vpon aſudden, as wee ſee by experience in Proteſtant 
Miniſters, who haue beene now about an hundred 
ycares, and yet doe notreigne, or poſſefſe their Reli- 
g10n in any one Countrey : without ſome oppoſition, 
whereby it is manifeſt, that the Pope and his Cleargie 
were many huudred yeares, before they could obtaing

And I appeale co your CMHazeftie, well pleaſed to 
conſider how great injuſtice it is, to haue your ancient 
SubjeRs ſpoyled of their Lands, Goods, Libertic and 
Life, and be condemned as Fellons and Traytors, for 
that they wil not beleeuc in ſuch aperjured God; And 
how happiea thing itis to be a Roman Catholike,lee- 
ing this oath of God is ſo manifeſtly fulfilled inchem, 
that (as it is ſee downe in the laſt Chapter) cuen our 
Aduerſaries themfelues.confeſle, for rwelue hundred 
ccares rogether they have bin dilated ouer the world, 
and pofſefled the gates of their enemies, and bleſſed 
allthe Chriſtian Families of the carth with temporall

' Now ſuppoſe that there were Protcfiants in our 
Sauiour and the Apoſtles times, yet is it manifeſt that 
theſe Prophecies cannot be verified ypon them, That 
the Gentiles ſhould walke in the light of Proteflanti/me, 
and Kings in the brightneſſe of their riſung,and the multi- 
tude of theſea be sonnerted unto them and the ſtrength of 
the Gentiles,or that the Iſlands did expeFt Proteſtantiſme, 
and the ſhips of the ſea in the beginning, or that the gates 
of Proteftants Temples, were open continually, day and 
night, that the ftrength of the Gentiles might be brought 
to Proteſt aniſme,aud their Kings, Since the Proteſtants 
themſelues confeſle, that after the Apoſtles times Pro- 
teftantiſme vaniſhed away,and was no where ſo much 
as viſible, for athouſand and foure hundred yeares, In 


ſuch ſorr, as within all that ſpace they are not able to. 


name any one man; much lefſe one Heathen or Pagan 
King, conuertedto the Religion they now profeſſe. 

So, ſuppoſe that in our Saujours time there were 
Proteſtanrs,it is manifeſt that they were theſe enemies 
of Chriſtian Religion, vpon whom was verified this 
part of the Prophecie, ſaying ; The Nation, andthe 
Kingaome that ſhall not ſerne thee, ſhallperiſh, 

Againe, Ced Almightie ſpeaking of the Chriſti- 
ans after our Saviours comming, ſaith by the ſame 


Prophet : I will gine their worket in trath, andwake 4 Iſay. 61, 


perpetual comenant with them, and they ſball know their 
ſeed inthe Gentiles, and their bud in the middeſt of peo 
ples, all that ſhall [ze them, ſhall know them, that theſe are 


the ſeed which the Lord hath bleſſed. Againe, Upon thy Iſay 6:« 


walles, Iernſalem, I hane appointed watchwen, al the aay,

ſha?! gine thy wheate any more, to be meate to thy enemies, 
aud if the ſtrange children ſhall drivke thy wine, wherein 
thou haſt laboured, Becauſe they that ſhall gather it to- 
gether, ſhall eat it, and ſball praiſe the Lord, and they that 
card ut together, ſhal drinke it in my holy courts, Sup - 
poſe that there wereProteftants in our Saujours & the 
Apolles times, yet theſe Prophecies could not be ye- 
ritiedypon them, that God Almightic ſhould make a 
perperuall coucnant with Proteſtants, viſibly to main= 
taine their ſeed inthe Gevutiles,and their bud in the midſt 
of peoples, Neither can this oath be yerified ypon Pro- 
teſtants: Onur Lord hath ſworne by his right hand, and by 
the hand ef bis ſlrength, that he would gine the wheate of 
Proteſt ants no more to be maat for their enemies, and that 
ſtrangers ſhould not drinke the wine, wherein Proteftants 
hauc labored: who decayed preſently afcerthe Apo- 
les times, as they confeſle, and were ſo farre off from 
enioying theſe bleſſings heere promiſed, that all the 
maledictions prophecied to wicked and impious men, 
enemiesto Gods truth, fell vpon them in ſuch ſort, 
that there is lefie memorie of them, then of Sodom and 
Gomorra, which was deftroyed with fire from heauen, 
or of Coar, Dathan and Abiroy, who were ſwallowed 
vp quicke into the earth; of whom there is ſome men= 
tion made in other mens writings, But of Proteſtants 
liuing after the Apoſtles times, who ſhould before Lu- 
ther hold, and teach the doQtrine they now teach, No 
Author doth giue teſtimony of any ſuch men,or make 
ſo much mention of them, as of any of their names,or 
Countries where they d welt, or where they were de- 
troyed : wherefore it ſeemeth, that if eyer they were 
in thelc times, they were cnormous Wicked vile peo. 
ple, curſed of God aboue all the men that cuer lived 
ypon the face of the carth z euen ſuch abominable 


people,

people,as all men were aſhamed to name, or make any 
mention of any one of them ; people that deſcended w- 
fo bell quicke, of whom they would keepe no memory, 
Nov, that all theſe Prophecies are verified ypon our 
Catholike Romane Faith and Religion, we hauc ſufh- 
ciently ſhewedin the firſt, ſecond and third Chapters 
of this booke : whereupon we inferre, that by the ce- 
Nimonies of the Prophet /ſag,our Sauiour was Author 
of the Cathelhe Romane Faith, and planter of it vpan 
earth. And -ſo conclude this Chapter with the words 
of Saint AYGvSTINE, ſaying : What can be exaRted 
to be poken more manifeſtly ?

Faith, which as wee haue aboundantly prooued, was 
planted ypon earth by our Lord and Sauiour Teſs 
Chriſt, the Sonne of God, and there is no ſaluation in 
any other, And by ſo doing, your 2Zziefty ſhall much 
honour God, putan end to all new Sees, eſtabliſh 
your Throne as the dayes of heauen, bring abundance 
of peace and quietneſle to your afflicted Subjects,and 
as you haue vnited the two Kingdomes of = nary 
and Scotlandin one; ſo you ſhall vnite your ſelte and 
them to God, and thereſt of the Chriſtian world,and 
be parraker of all the bleflings promiſed to the Ca- 
tholike Church. 

The meanes is ſo eaſie, that if your Xaiefty pleaſe, 
you may doit without infringing any Law,by diſpen=- 
{ation out of your Prerogatiue Royall, with all Sta- 
tutes made againſt the Catholike Roman Faith:which 
Faith not being euill in it ſelfe,but truth and verity,as 
we haue abundantly proued : the Lawes of the Land 
giueyour Maieſty full leaue to diſpence with then all, 
as is ſet downe in Termino Michaels, An. 11. Henrics 
Septimo, Your moſt worthy Anceſtor, Chap. 35. fay- 
ing : The dinerſity betweene malumy prohibitum,& ma- 
lum per ſe malum prohibitum, & where the Statute doth 
prohibite, that aman ſhall coyne no mouey, and if he do, be 
ſralbe hanged ; this 15 malum prohibitum, for before the 
ſaid Statute, it was 4 lawfull alt tocoynemoney, but not 
after ; and for this enill the King may diſpence,8&c, Enen 
fo, if a man ſhip wooll, for other places then for Calleis, 
this i5 malum probibirumyfor it x prohibited by _— 

an 
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ard for this enill the King may diſpence;$ Ih like caſe : 
But malum in fe, neither the King, nor any other can di- 
ſpence withall, as if the King would pardon to kill another, 
or gine leane to robbe vpon the high. way ; this is vai: yes 
when they are done, the King may pardon them: Soitis, - 
if a man be bound by Recogniſance mthe Chancery,to keep 
the Peace at the ſuite of anether man, the King cannot re- 
leaſe the duetie, for the preindice which may happen to the 
ether, yet when it is forfeited, he may well releaſe, and be- 
fore not : and ſs neither King, Biſhop, nor Prieft can gine | 
leaue to one to commit Lechery, becauſeit is exill, in {e,in ] 
the Law of Nature,but when it is done,they may abſolue 

them very well, 7] 

Thus the Lawes of the Land, giuelibertie to the | 

Kings of the Land to difpence with any thing, which | 
is noteuill init ſelfe, but made euill by Act of Parlia. 
ment, as was the Catholike Roman Faith, in the Par- | 
liament holden in the time of King Hexry the cjght, | 
Edward the fixt, Queene Eliabeth,and yourt Matefty. | 
Whereby it.is ſufficiently manifeſt, that your Highneſſe 
may out of your prerogatine Royall, as well,and with 
as good authoritie diſpence with all penallties impo. | 
ſed by Statute ypon your Subjes, for profefling the 
Catholike Roman Faith, and giue them free liberty to 
profeſſe it, as you may diſpence with Merchants freely | 
to tran{port out of the Realme, Siluer, Wooll,or other 
Merchandize forbidden by Act of Parliament, 

' And thereafons or motiues, which ought to move, | 
your Highneſſe to diſpence with the ſaid Statutes, are |; 
as many, and as weightie, as in any caſe can be giuen: | 
whereof I will repeate onely ſome few, out of which 

others may be collected, = | 

Firſt, for that the ſaid Statutes are contrary to the | 

honor of God, his oathes, words, and Law,as we haue { 


abundantly prooucd throughout this booke, and as

your CMaieſty well affirmeth in your Speech inthe 
Star-chamber, printed 1615, There is another Law, of 
all Lawes free aud Supreame, which is Gods Law: And 
by this all common andmunicipall Lawes muſt be gouer- 
ned: And except they haue dependance vpon this Law, 
they are vniuſt and unlawful, 

Secondly,they defame Chrift leſus,and all Chriſti. 
an men, who cuer were before the time of King Hen. 
77 the eighr, knowne and reputed Heretikes by both 
parcies onely excepted. For that they all eyther com- 
mitted, or helped, or aſſiſted,or gaue counſell co com- 
mit theſe ations, which are by the ſaid Statutes made 
Treaſon, Fellony, or Criminall, as we haue proued in 
the firſt, ſecond, and third Chapters, 

Thirdly, they are contrary to the ſolemne oathes 
of the Kings of England, taken at their Coronation, 
according to the ancient Lawes and Cuſtomes of this 
Land, as in the Saxon Law, left by King Ergward the 
Conteflor, it is ſaid: That the King,becauſe he is Gods 
Vicegerent vpon earth,is ordained to gowerne his earthe 
ly king dome, and people of God, and aboxe all things, that 
herenerexce the holy Charch(which is our Catholike Ro- 
wane Church,asI haue abundantly proued) defend her 
from the inierious, pull the enil deer: from her ,andviterly 
diſperſe them. Againe, The King ought to fiare God a= 
bone al things,and keepe his Commandements through-out 
the Lazd: he ought topreſarne the Lands, Honors Rights, 
Dignities, and Liberties of the Crowne,aud the Rights of 
the Realme ({ch as is eſpecially the Gatholike Rowan 
Faith, planted in this Land by the Apoſtles) /oft,diſpere 
ſed, and waſted, to recall with all bis power ts their ancient 
and dane eſtate. He ought to ſet vp good Lawes, and ap- 
priucd Cuſtomes; endewuill Lawes aeflroy, and pat from 
his kingdome,&c. All which to do,the King improper per- 
ſen onght to gitie an oath, vpon the holy Goſpell, and _ |

tbe Preeft-hood, and the Laytie, So likewiſe Bratton, an praflon,1.3...9. | 
ancient Lawyer, ſaith : The King at his Coronation,un- 
der an oath, in the name of Teſs Chriſt, ought topromiſe 
theſe three to his SubieAs. Firft, That he willcommand, 
ard tolhis power doe bis endeanonr; thet true peace be al- 
wayes obſerned tothe Church of God, and to «ll Chriſtian 
people, Secondly, That he ſoonld forbid rapine (ſuch as 
is the Purſecuants taking away of Catholikes goods, 
wirhout forme or orderof Law) and all iniquities,to all 
forts sf people.
